shaking in tho vestry-room, is gone through 
with stately formality. 
The organ is played 


by a menstro, ami ,the mass chanted * by 
singei'M from tho opera house. A beadle iu 
a three-cornt-red hat, silk stockings, tights, 
aud a i)rofusion of shoulder-knots, marshals 
the iuippy couple lo tho altar. This func- 
tionary is none of your vulgar-spirited 
Bumbles. 
Ho has been chosen by the 


Kitcristy for his lofty stature, imposing pres- 
ence, and the red ribbon adorning his 
breast, which was won in n battle-field. 
Tho passage up the aisle is thickly carpeted, 
to protect the bride's thin-shod feet and 
snowy train from flags which unwashed pen- 
itents may have trodden half anjhour earlier. 
JJui, (be beadle manages to strike tho p.ive- 
jncnt as he advances with musical cadence 
with his silver-mounted staff of office.

feels that there is no romantic undercurrent 
nor side plot as the stately ceremony goes 
fianviii'd. It is as business like as the sign- 
ing of a foreign-office protocol; for the al- 
liance between tho two high contracting 
parties is essentially based on pecuniary in- 
terests.

The bride generally is not much more 


time hftlf-\vny through her teonsj .she has 
never been out of the sight of tho mother or 
governess; yet this youthful creaturo bo- 
trays no more agitation than if she were go- 
ing to lead off n quadrille at n children's 
party. Sho does credit to her dancing- 
master as slio curtseys to tbo bridegroom, 
who, 
attended by two witnesses and tho 


baldoqum-beiirors, nwaiLs her in front of one 
of Ilio two armchairs standing before the 
altar. 
Ko\v;; of handsome ;>nV dum are 


placed behind tho seats of honor, and speed- 
ily tilled liy relatives, the next-of-kin being 
placed close to tho bride and bridegroom.

A new feature of.aristocratic wed- 


dings is the admixture of white roses with 
the obligatory orange blossoms. Last year 
the comtcs.se do Chambord sent a bouquet 
uf the former t> a legitimist bride, the 
white rose being regarded iu cnlholic coun- 
tries as almost sacred to the Virgin. An- 
other novelty is the presence of muslin in 
brides' toilettes.

Sainlo Mon.sseline is associated with the 
first communion and conventual proco.;.siom\ 
Wofivhu; muslin is, at Faubourg St. Ger- 
main weddings, more a sign of political re- 
action than evidence of a wish to follow in 
the matter of sshnplo attire St. Paul's iu- 
juncliomf.

for love. 1 have heard a priest announce to 
a wedding congr^giition that n brido find 
bridegroom, whom we all knew were brought 
together through thu ogency of 11 matrimo- 
nial bureau, were at Inched to each other 
from thoir cradles. 
He is also expected lo 


exhort tho bride to imitate the virtues of her 
worthy, respectable, or saintly mother. (The 
last adjective is only applied to tho dead, 
nud it never fails to sot tho "assistance"

through paths of pleasantness, mid is the 
buffer between them and the disagreeable 
facts of existence with which infancy must 
bo familiarized.

material that one tank after another had to 
by abandoned by tlie firemen, who were 
utterly powerless to arrest the progress of 
tho fire. 


At midnight live of tho largo tanks, con- 


taining 1.1,000 barrels each, had been de- 
stroyed, and another containing 20,000 bar- 
rels was on fire. There wad little hope at 
the latest accounts, of saving any of the oil 
on storage. 
The aggregate loss is variously 


estimated at from $-'50,000 to $(100,000. 


' One account states that a tank exploded 


while the firemefl wore on it, throwing seven 
of them into tho nir, some of whom arc 
thought to have been killed, but this report 
lacks confirmation.

were struck by lightening H year ago, 
but 


the tiro was extinguished without much dam- 
ago.
